Collapse of the Strike. 


The officers of the Western Union 


Company in New York an j Chicago and 
other cities have been besieged since Sat- 
urday morning by the striking telegraph 
operators, who plead to be taken bnck. 
There wns a stampede at Chicago. Thir- 
teen out of one hundred in New York 
were taken back; a few were taken back 
in Chicago; nineteen got work nt Phila- 
delphia, all strikers applied for reinstate- 
ment at Memphip, and the same course 
was pursued nt Pittsburg and Cincinnati, 
Thos. H. Hughes, grand secretary of the 
Telegraphers' Brotherhood, has been in- 
terviewed. He says: "The charge made 
by some thnt John Campbell (the Grand 
Master Workman) sold the organization 
out. is most unjust and unwarranted. 
The order may have been a little prema- 
ture, but those in position to know, fully 
realize the fact thnt hundreds were about 
to return to work, and the last of next 
week would hnve tenninafprl the strike in 
all but a half n dozen place-.1'

Here is a sample case of 
how the scheme works in that county: 
David Mitchell, an old man, died at Beth- 
any, a small town on the Midland road, 
in March last. He had a 815000 life in- 
surance policy in the "Eureka Life Insur- 
ance Co.," of Indianapolis, Ind., which 
is said to be the worst "graveyard oon> 
PfW'.' m tne country, and under the laws 
of Illinois, as we understand it, has no 
legal right to do business in this state. 
The sons of Mr. Mitchell had paid out 
$700 as assessments on their fsther's pol- 
icy. The company wns notified of Mr. 
Mitchell's death, but not until Aug. 16th 
did the family get any of the insurance 
money, and when it came it was a draft 
for the small sum of 899, and no more. 
The company had made an assessment on 
the policy holders to get 815000 to pay the 
Mitchell claim, aud all they realized, ac- 
cording to their statement, was $99, or 
8601 less than Mr. Mitchell had sent to 
the company as assessments. 


No further evidence of the rottenness 


of this, company is needed. It ia mani- 
festly a fraud, nnd people who wish to 
have tbeir lives insured will do well to 
profit by the above illustration of the 
schemes of wild-cat institutions, and 
place their money in companies thnt we 
all know have been tested and found 
solid.

The labor of curing and storing 


hay is not what it once was. 
"A 


barrel of rum in hay time" was the 
farmer's usnal estimate. 
The great 


aid received from mowers, horse- 
rakes, tedders, loaders and improved 
barns takes away in a great measure 
the dread which the approach of the 
haying season once inspired. In our 
early days it was a season of long 
jours of hot hard work; a season of 
utense perspiration, thirst and anxi- 
ety. Farmers endoavored to hold 
hemselves up by pouring rum into 
.heir heated, trembling stomachs. 
As says Dr. Holmes: "What a smell 
of rum there used to be all about in 
laying time, when I was a boy! 
It 


was stronger than the smell of the 
lay itself, very often. 
We of that 


generation used to associate cutting 
rass and cutting hair in an odd kind 


of way—rum in the stomach to keep 
;he heat from killing the mower, rum 
on the head to keep the cold from 
killing the child." Bum has in a 
great measure been driven from the 
mowing field and other places where 
exposure to the sun tends to prostra- 
tion and debility, and cool, pure wa- 
ter, with oatmeal and a little molasses 
and ginger, has taken its place.

3. The wind always blows from a 


region of fair weather toward a re- 
gion where a storm is forming. 


4. Cirrus clouds always move from 


a region where a storm is in process 
to a region of fair weather. 


5. Cumulus clouds always move 


from a region of fair weather to a 
region where a storm is forming. 


Q. When cirrus clouds are moving 


rapidly from the north or northeast 
there will be"rain inside of twenty- 
four hours, no matter how cold it is. 


7. When cirrus [clouds are moving 


rapidly from the south or southeast 
there will be a cold rain-storm on the 
morrow, if it be in summbr, and if it 
be in winter, there will be a snow 
storm. 


8. The wind always blows in a cir- 


cle around a storm, and when it 
blows from the north the heaviest 
rain is east of you; if it blows from 
the south, Uie heaviest rain is west, 
of you; if it blows from the east, 
the heaviest rain is south; if it blows 
from the west, tbe heaviest rain is 
north of yon. 


0. The wind never blows unless 


rain or snow is falling within 1,000 
miles of } on. 


10. "Whenever heavy, white frost 


occurs, a storm is forming within 1,- 
000 miles north or northwest of you

Dr. Freirie has cultiva- 
ted the yellow fever germs in gela- 
tine, has reproduced it, and has killed 
animals with it. A guinea-pig, whose 
blood examination showed was in a 
pure state, was placed in a confined 
space with earth taken from the 
grave. "In five days the animal was 
dead, and its blood proved to be lit- 
erally crammed with cryptococcus in 
various stages of evolution; the'brain 
and intestines were yellow with ths 
peculiar pigment of the cryptococ- 
cus."

THE cholera, or plague, or what- 


ever it is that has had some 25,000 
victims in Egypt, appears to be abat- 
ing at Cairo, as well as in the towns 
where it first appeared. It has, nev- 
ertheless, got a foothold in Alexan- 
dria. Hardly a day passes without 
the receipt of dispatches announcing 
one case in London, another in 
Lpain, another in some north Ger- 
man town, and so on. These in- 
stances, however, do not make an 
epidemic, their importance is exag- 
gerated, and the first case of genuine 
Asiatic cholera is yet to be definitely 
located in Europe. Indeed, not a 
few physicians hold that the Egyp- 
tian pestilence is not true cholera. 
If it appears to be merely a local 
malady Europe and America may 
escape a cholera visitation for the 
present. There is certainly less oc- 
casion for alarm than a month ago.

Major Stuart was appointed one 
of the executors of tlie Lincoln estate, 
Judge Davis being the utber, »ud doubt- 
less business mconutcti'm with this trust 
brought the venerable lnw)er to Bloom- 
ington.

A STBANGE DEATH. 


A Chicago Demonstrator of Anat- 


omy Dies of Facial Carbuncle. 


Dr. Frank L. Rea, assistant dem- 


onstrator of anatomy in the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, died on 
Friday of malignant facial carbtm- 
cle. On Tuesday, Jnly 31, he was 
sitting in his office, when he felt a 
prickling sensation on the left side 
of his upper lip. 
He went down 


stairs to a druggist and asked him 
to pluck a hair out of his mustache 
over the place of the pain. 
The 


druggist complied with the request, 
and when he had plucked the hair, 
Rea looked at its bulbless end and 
said: "Mr. Jacobson, that is the last 
of me—it is a facial carbuncle. 
I 


will lock up my office, bid you good- 
bye and go home to die." 
He went 


at once to his uncle's house and told 
him what he had experienced, ad- 
ding: "I am done for. I will never 
have another well day, and will be 
dead in ten days," 
The family 


laughed at him, and he retorted by 
drawing out his diary and writing 
this: "Carbuncle started on my lip. 
I know what it means. 
No post 


mortem if you please." 
Beneath 


the entry were two numbers corres- 
ponding to pages in a standard au- 
thor, in which the remarkable fatal- 
ity of the disease is spoken of. 
The 


'doctor had got his intimate acquain- 
tance of the disease by treating the 
case of a fellow student, Mr. Eagle, 
which ended fatally at the hospital 
a year ago. 
After making the en- 


try he persisted in talking of his ap- 
proaching death and made all his 
plans. 
Everything was done to dis- 


tract his attention, 
but 
without 


avail. 
The sore was opened and 


cauterized a week ago last Friday. 
Another pimple appeared about the 
same time on the other side of his 
lip. 
A day or two afterward it was 


opened and cauterized. 
The disease 


remained indifferent for a day or 
two. 
The doctor's temperature then 


rose to 184 and his pulse to 140. He 
went to bed on Monday and was in 
a comatose condition from that time 
until he died, five days after. 
Death 


was due to the facial veins absorb- 
ing the poison of the sore and carry- 
ing it to the brain, where it formed 
a fungus growth that put him 'to 
sleep, and by the sympathy of the 
nerves caused his features to swell 
beyond recognition, the eyes being 
pried almost out of the sockets.
